BUSINESS MEN AND SHIPPING.
The referendum taken by the United

. | Btates Chamber of Commerce shows,

at least, what the majority of the coun-
try's business men think about the re-
establishment of our shipping. They
want 8 merchant marines worthy of
the nation’s political and commereinl
standing. They want the flag carried
through all the seas and made familiar
in' every world-port. They want jt

|for the sake of both patriotism and

trade advantage, And they want the
government to help in the process.

Dut they want no government own-
ership, under any arrangement. By a
vote of 698 to 82, commercinl bodles
throughout the country declare agalnsat
federnal ownership and operatien, and
by a vote of 711 to 54 they oppose fed-
eral ownership with private operation.

What they do want is private owner-
ship with federal subsidy. The voio
in favor of “subsidics from the govern-
ment suflicient to offset the difference
in cost between the operation of ves-
sola under the American flag and op-
eration In the same deep set trade
routes under foreign flags” stood GRR
for and 186 agalnst.

A much Jlarger majority favored
government aid in the form of sub-
vention *‘to establish regular mail and
freight lines under the American flag
to coumtries in which the commereial
Interests of the United States are im-
portaut, gnd to American dependen-
cles,” :

it remains to be seen whether the
public in general, which Is not so well
organized ns the business interests,
and is far more difficult to canvass,
will agree with the chambers of com-
merce. *'Subsidy” had always had an
unpleasant sound to most Ameorican

“GERMANN WE HAVE KILLED.,”

The question of the quantity of mu-
nitions supplicd to the allles arouses
increasing bitterness in Germany and
Increasing sensitiveness in Amerlea.
Whatever may he our legal, logical and
moral justification for continnuing the
siale of arms and ammunition to acces-
tible belllgerents, no American likes
to think of the actual slaughter
wrought by such merchandise,

serman statesmen and editors, how-
ever, are not likely to persuade us
to stop the arms traffic by such ab-
surd misrepresentations as they have
been guilty of. A member of the Ger-
man war board, amplifying rumors
that have echoed through CGermany,
told an American correspondent that
400,000 Cerman soldiers have been
killed or wounded by American bul-
lets and shells, That is about one-
fourth of German's admitted casual-
ties from such causes, Neutral in-
vestigators estimate that the amount
of Amerfean ammunition that has so
far actually found its way to the bat-
tle front is probably 1 per cent, and
certainly not more than 2 or 3 per
cent, of all the ammunition used by
the allies. The German war hoard's
statisties, then, are from one-eighth
to one-twenty-fifth true.

Vast quantities of ammunition have
been ordered, but little has yet been
delivered and still less has been used.
Whatever share our factorles may
have eventually in determining the
outcome of the war, they have had
slight effect thus far. And It is even
suggested—though no accurate figures
are available—that the arms and am-
munition Germany has bought from
neutral nations since the war began
almost equals our shipments to the
allles. if we're golng to discuss this
rrra question at all, let's deal with
facts, - '

HOPE AT LAST.

At ast the Great White Plague shows
signs of coming defeat at the hands
of the enemy. The death rate from
tuberculosis over the country at large
iIs showing a decided decrease. This,
however, Ia over a long period of years.
In 1880 the rate was 326 per 1,000 pop-
ulation, and in 1913 it was 146.6 per
1,000,

This gain In life-saving does not
come from any marvelous “cure,” but
simply from a long, gruelling strug-
gle in educating public opinion in mat-
ters of hygiene. It means that nearly
twice as many people now believe in
the value of fresh air, sunshine and
nourishing food in their every-day
lives as In 1880,

“One hundred and forty-six and six-
tents per 1,000 is not a cheerful rate
to contempate, even though it is bet-
ter than 326. It means that one out
of every ten people of one's acguaini-
ance is golng to die of tuberculosis
until It improves. But the fact that
it Is improving means that the sam>
procedure must continue to be follow-
ed with more and more vigor. The na-
tlional assoclation for the study znd
trevention of tuberculosies recom-
mends increased care In respect to

fumes from Industrial processes, com-
pulsory notification to heaith authori-
ties of every recognized case, cleoning
by wacuum wherever possible, (dis-
couragement of marriage of in'ecled
pergons and igolation of patients.
Some of these methoda may cavse
inconvenience; or even sorrow. Iiul
every good thing demands its price.
Sacrifice Is worth while if it means the
extermination of tuberculosis.

Subsequent-
Iy Senator Tillman took nup the com-
plaint and began the movement which
has saved the agriealtural work at
Clemson College and has put it upon
‘he high plane that it is today. Clem-
son was first®planned as a manual
labor schocl wherp poor boys could
g6 and could pay tueir way by work
upon the farm or in the workshops.

“That idea did not nass the opening
sesslon, for while there are some who
support themselves, the majority have
no gruelling physical work to take
their minds from self improvement.

Senator Tillman eaused to be rear-
ed at Clemson a beautiful dairy barn,
elegant silos, a very handsome dairy
and to cap It all, n beautiful agricul-
tural hall with class rooms.

The whole department of agricul-
ture has been given substantial back-
ing and the sons of Clemson rejoice
that so many this year desired to he-
come sons of the soll.

Robert Louis Stevenson loved war,
and in his intervals of illness, when
he was prostrated and unable to
write, played an elaborate war game
with his little stepson. Ir this war
game he employed lead soldiers and

devices intended to represent wagon
trains creeping along strategic high-
ways and exposed to capture by ralds
of leaden horscmen.

Second only in romantic interest to
the goldiers on the [iring lincs were
the long lines of wagons driven by
humorous  semi-noncombatants and
hauled by that familinr friend of man,
the mule. For these ages past the
mule has been one of the chief fig-
ures in warfare. He dragged Napo-
leon's supnlies from the Ebro to the
Moskva and made the great strate-
gist's campalgns possible. He was
present in the Crimea, the Franco-
Prussian war, and all the other Fu-
ropean struggles of tie las: century.
He did yeoman service for both ar-
mies in our conflict of hnlf a cen-
tury ago.
